Anti-British foeling’ is running 
high among the trodps an in 
Govornment circles.

ing was going on. Sounds of rifle 
fire’ could bo distinctly hoard, and 
hur drods of refugees were making 
'thoir way across tho bridges into 
Shamecn. i; :

out. : 

The studonts aro again giving 
troublo in tho matter of opposing 
the sale of Japanese goods. Thuy, 
visit the shops arid forbid the 
shopkeepers ‘to sell anything of 
Japanese manfacture. Thoy also 
dostroy all they oan lay thoir 
hands on. One ahopkeaper had an 
oar out off for tryiag to protect 
his goods, Tho police aro power- 
loss and they are oithor afraid of 
tho students or oro in league 
with them. 2 ; 

Letters received from tho 
northern towns of the Provinco 
givo a very wuneatisfactory 
account of the way. the soldiers 
passing through to the Chekiang 
oxder-have been. carrying on. In 
Kienning City the shops were all 
closed for ton days. Looting was 
common ali along the line of 
march, and so was the com- 
mandecring of men ‘to carry 
londs. It was pitiful to see 
numbers of mon tiad togother by 
ropas, driven along like cattle; 
to bo forced to carry burdens. 
Houses wore entered at’ night 
and the men driven out. In some 
placos ‘villages -havé been burnt 
down because tho mon had fled 
on the approach of tho troops.

when fired, exploded loudly similar to regular‘ammunition. ao 

The shells were consigned to the Chekiang army but whether 
by a swindling arms dealer or whether it was an ticmy trick has not 


been determined. :
